The claimed Invention relates to a process for preparing an elastic fiber having a high modulus 
and superior resistance to alkali and heat, comprising the steps of adding 1 — 20% by weight of a 
cellulose acetate to a polyurethane or polyurethaneurea solution, based on the total weight of the 
polyurethane or polyurethaneurea. homogeneously stirring the mixture to obtain a spinning 
solution, and ripening and spinning the solution. 

01 discloses a continuous process for the production of thermoplastic materials, comprising: 1, 
Introducing 4 to 65 parts by weight of thermoplastic polymer into an extruder; II. adding to said 
thermoplastic polymer 35 to 96 parts by weight of polyurethane forming components: III. 
discharging from the extruder the product of the process when the reaction of said polyurethane 
components is substantially complete. 

02 discloses structures and fabricated articles having shape/reshape behavior and processes for 
their preparation comprising; (A) from about 1 to 100 wt% of at least one substantially random 
interpolymer; (B) from 0 to about 99wt% of at least one polymer including polyurethane other than 
that of component A; (C) from 0 to about 50% by weight of at least one tackifier; and (D) from 0 to 
about 80% by weight of at least one filler. 

The feature of the present invention, such as an elastic fiber consisting of polyurethane or 
polyurethaneurea blended with cellulose acetate, is not disclosed in Dl and D2. Therefore, the 
subject matter of claims 1 to 8 is novel pursuant to Article 33(2). 

The subject matter of claims 1 to 8 is considered to involve an inventive step pursuant to POT 
Article 33(3). since it refers to an improved product, such as a high modulus and highly resistant 
elastic fiber prepared without a sudden change in conditions for preparation of the polymer, which 
Is not known or even suggested in the prior art. particularly in Dl and D2. 

Claims 1 to 8 also meet the criteria set out In POT Article 33(4). because all the claims are 
considered to be industrially applicable. 
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
